David Gideon tjuotcd as of the Opinion That Son of 
Ogden and Her Majesty Is Best Colt 
in the Country. 



New York. March -I. — Having recently sent you 
p letter nlKiut Ten Point, the sturdy son of Jack 
Point, that won the Walden Stakes at Pimlico in 
November last, and thus springing into prominence. 

I now propose to send you some particulars con- 
cerning what good judges consider li is formidable 
rival. His .Majesty, now stabled at the Gravesend 
track, in company with some half dozen compan- 
ions. They are in charge of George W. I.angdon. 
once known as a heavy plunger, having in one day 
nt Sheepshead Bay won $54,tMH), about half of which 
lie at once paid over to “Jack” Rennet for the 
tnare. Flip Flap, only to sec her beaten in the rich 
Brighton Cup bv “Willie” Shields* rater. Holscher, 
a 20 to 1 shot. That was a facer for l^angdon. 
whose popularity was and is great with all classes 
of turfmen. When the colt by Celt, recently bought 
by Langdon. joins tin* string at Gravesend the 
stable will represent a cash outlay of $35,000. The 
man who has had the pluck to invest this amount 
of money in the present doubtful state of affairs 
deserves a lot of credit. 

The stable will race in the name and colors of 
l>r. J. W, Mcsservy. a well-known Charleston busi- 
ness man. but the horses will be under the direc- 
tion of and will Ik* trained by Langdon. who is by 
no means a newcomer in training circles. He told 
ine not long ago that last fall he walked up to 
Matt Feakcs at Pimlico and asked him if he re- 
cant'd iK'ing Matt Byrnes’ chief assistant at Ran- 
t-ocas in the days of the late Pierre Lorillard. some 
twenty-odd years ago. Fcakes said ho did. and 

I.angdon then asked him if he could recall a white 
haired lad who was mounted on an old horse stand 
jug knee deep in a running brook which traversed 
ihe training paddocks at Rancocas, whose function 
it was to keep the horse in the broook for hours at 
a time. “I was that lad.” said I>angdon. To me 
this story was a surprise, for my own personal ac- 
quaintance with “Wbitey” Langdon does not go 
l*eyond ten years ago, though I knew well his 
father. Israel Langdon. who was a trusted employe 
of the United States Assay office in New York about 
thirty years ago. The elder Langdon was a racing 
devotee, and bis son lias inherited his tastes. So 
that when the care and responsibility of $35,000 
worth of horseflesh was entrusted to Langdon no 
risk was run for integrity. It is well known that 
John \V. Gates and John A. Drake often entrusted 
to Langdon (who. however, was not a professional 
commissioner) enormous sums of ready money with 
which to bet for them, and had authorized him to 
represent them in other heavy transactions in which 
the ora! method was all that was us<*d to consum- 
mate unusually large wagers. In th.is connection it 
lias occurred to me to draw the average reader’s 
attention to the implicit faith reposed by racegoers 
in men whom they entrusted with these large com- 
missions. in ordinary business, when only a few 
hundred dollars might be involved, it require 
written bond, with receipts from those who handled 
th*> money, but at the rare* courses the mere word 
of tbofce who are chosen as agents is sufficient for 
the ling as well as for the men who are lotting. 
Wo much for the honesty of the racing habitue. 

Well, to speak a bout His Majesty. Little was sin’ll 
of this eo i f until late in the fail, though in ihe 
spring at Montreal Joseph Reilly informed me that 
Mr. David Gideou was the owner of some good two- 
year-olds. They were taken sick during the sum 
flier, however, and it was not tinlil the fall that 
His Majesty began to attract tin- dockers’ atton 
ti»»n again. But. nearly a year before this. Lang 
don had obtained an option on His Majesty, and 
when the colt made bis tirst appearance at Laurel, 
and ran second to Leocbarcs, Langdon at once 
dosed bis option and. for the reported price 
$0,300. the son of Ogden changed owners. A few* 
days since I met Mr. Gideon at the Jockey Clnli 
office and asked him if His Majesty was really j 
good colt. “The best in America.” instantly* re 
spun tied Ibis astute horseman, one whose many years 
ownership of crackajacks ought to make him re- 
frain from being over-sanguine unless with good 
cause. Mr. Gideon went on to say that as a year 
Jing His Majesty was a “sluggard” and needed 
waking up. On** day lie put up a boy whose weight, 
saddle and lead pad included, was 127 pounds, and 
11 m* colt ran a quarter in !!:;», seconds. This is w*hat 
made Mr. Gideon think he had a g* km! colt. 

However, on the dam’s side Hjs Majesty is so 
thoroughly a Gideon -bred one that it is natural for 
liim to l*o entlm i-sfie. The colt’s dam is II 
Majesty, by Hi Highness, out of The Butterflies, 
so that, as Ogden is tin* sire of the colt, hero w< 
have three Futurity winners right smack up in hi 
pedigree. But Ogden was move than a Futurity 
winner, as he won at six furlongs and at a mile and 
a sixteenth in the same afternoon at Sheepskead 
Bay. when owned by “Billy” Lakeland, who, I am 

f rlad to hei; is fast recovering his health after 
inving be. Afcsick lately. As for His Highness. Mr 
Gideon once told me that his trial previous to t hr 
Giihurhau of 1892 was something 1 m* had never 
known another horse to show. It was the yea i* 
lie was a three year-old and Mr. Yoshiirgh had put 
«i lot of weight i»n him. as lie had won the Futurity 
of 1*91 with 130 iHomds up, the highest weight ever 
carried in the race by a winner, and only equalled 
by Domino in 1893. The trial was done at Jerome 
Dark, never a fast track. . In the actual race at 
Slicepslicad Bay His Highness, with 112 pounds up. 
a big weight for a three year old. and ridden bv 
Isaac Murphy, ran unplaced. The race was won by 
Marcus Daly’s Montana, a four-year old. with 113 
pou mis up. ridden by Garrison, and the whole contest 
and actual finish was one of the most sensational 
ever s«*en. as Montana only got up in the last few 
strides. Hi> Highness was giving to Lamplighter, also 
a three-year old. eight iscimls. and to Loeohatcheo 
< known in the west the year l»efore as Curt Gunn 
seven and a half jniunds. Ilis Highness was second 
choice. He won two rae«*s after this, but they were not 
high class ones, and lie was never again the same 
1mu>o after his great Suburban trial. The But

DAVID D. WITHERS. TURF LAWMAKER AND “SAGE OF BROOKDALE’ 



No man more deeply Impressed himself in the fabric of racing created after the conclusion of the 

oil War than David D. Withers. It was not as a turfman, breeder or track owner, although lie was 

• oint'ii t in the three capacities, but as a lawgiver that lie reudered bis greatest service to the cause of 
American racing, it was be who took English racing rules as the basis of bis work and chauging and 
loapting t hem to meet American needs and conditions, provided us with a code of racing law that still 
governs racing in the l ulled States and Canada. Amendments and alterations iff one kind and another 
have been made from time to time by our different rules making liodics, but in tin* main the rules in force 
ire those compil'd long ago by Mr. Withers and adopted and enforced by t he Board of Control of the 
American Jockey t lub. which in his time governed racing over the tracks of the cast, as its successor, 
the Jockey Club. d«H*s now. 

David D Withers lielougcd to one of the oldest New York families and was a son of Reuben Withers, 
an old-time bank r and piesident «f the influential Bank of the State of New York in antebellum days. 
H** was destined to :• business career and when a youth gained a part of his education in that line as a 
l*'rk in the great shipping house of Howland «V Aspluwall. Before he was of age the firm sent him to 

New Orleans to take charge of its branch concern there. This of itself conveys the suggestion that, young 

ns he was. he must already have displayed an extraordinary measure of ability. He severed bis connec- 
tion with the firm shortly after his arrival in New Orleans and, branching out into business on liis own 

.iccount, dealt shrewdly and boldly in cotton and in buying and selling plantations in Louisiana and Mis 

issippi. lie rapidly accumulated a fortune and was thus engaged when the Civil War cairn* on. His 

sympathetic and social relations had made liim by this time a southerner in his political views and to the 
jouth he gave his sup|)ort in that great conflict. Near its end he made his way to England and there, in 
1803. saw the famous French horse. Gladiatcur, win the Epsom Derby, a race be never tired of describing 
in after years. He returned Now York in 1800 and, having quickly identified himself with the elder 
August Belmont. Larry” Jerome. W. R. Travers, John Hunter. R. W. Cameron and other aide men of 
high standing in the work of reviving racing, was elected one of the governors of tin* American Jockey 
iub and held that office until his death, which took place February^lS, 1892. His enthusiasm in the work 
md his quickly manifested grasp of underlying reasons and principles were the factors that led his asso- 
ciates to delegate the important task of preparing a comprehensive code of racing rules to him. 

In a somewhat picturesque way George Wilkes wrote an article in tin* Spirit of 'Hie Times along 
ilKuit 1873 descriptive of Mr. Withers and his ways, of which a paragraph said: “It was in the library 

at Brookdalc that the sage wou.ii buckle down at the desk alter bis guests had retired to sleep and frame 
bis stake conditions, enter his foals on ‘the foil list' and mate bis mares by aid of tables showing j>er- 
ntage of Touchstone. Partisan and Birdcatcher blood. Here lie also framed the Rules of Racing, cod ify - 
g the latest English rules into an amended digest 1 m suit American conditions. Midnight oil burned low, 
for it was the ’wee sin’ hours’ when he sought Ills couch, but if there was a trial of Juvenile or Criterion 
candidate set down for tin* next morning none rose earlier than be. And what famous, gay and brilliant 
iic*tings pave been held at ibis same library in the piping days of the black jacket. w T ith Editor Hurlburt 
nd Vain Ward. Wade Hampton. Beauregard, rather grizzled, blit as erect and |»ol It e as in tin* old Fort 
Sumter days: Duncan F. Kenner, who revived old New Orleans recollections; August Belmont; John F. 
Purdy, silver voiced, but bright as gold on racing questions; Judge Monson, austere and authoritative: 
G. K. Lawrence, with whom the old gentleman quarrelled, but respected most profoundly, as favored 
•sts.” That pen picture of Mr. Withers ami his associates was written after lie had become settled, 
so to speak, as a turfman a id breeder after his work as a lawbuilder bad been accomplished. 

It <1 <h*s not appear tnat Mr. Withers embarked in racing as an owner until 1809. Then lie went into 
partnership with his friend. John F. Purdy, under the firm name of Purdy & Withers, but no great success 
attended tin* running of their few horses. Nothing half way could satisfy such a dominant and forceful 
haracter and it was not long until lie resolved to race horses of bis own breeding. This resolve led to tin 
purchase and fitting up of tin* famous Brookdalc breeding farm and the importation #f stallions and brood 
mares from England. Ib* was an obstinate man in all tilings and especially so in certain theories of bis 
awn. in regard to the road to success in breeding. To liim it was not to be disputed that English tlior- 
Mighhreds were infinitely superior t«» those bred In this country. Late in 1S71 In* imported King Ernest 
by King Toni— Ernest im*. by Touchstone; Macaroon, by Macaroni — Songstrrss. by Phanticb* r. and Stone- 
henge. by Blair Athol, — Coimbra, by Kingston. King Ernest was then a two-year-old and the other two 
were yearlings. They were the initial stallions of the stud in* afterwards gathered at Brookdale. It may 
here bp pointed out that of Chicago favorites in racing Dick Welles was a grandson of King Ernest and Me 
Chesney a grandson of Macaroon. In time Mr. Withers alto used Sensation. Ventilator, Intruder. I ncas 
Mnrtemcr. Eothen. Stalwart and Thunderstorm at Brookdale. The great French horse. Morlemer. which, 
when in liis prime. Admiral Rons pronounced ‘‘seven inlands tin* best horse in Europe.” in* bought when 
it was twenty-one years old at the dispersal sale of P. Lori Hard’s Rancocas Stud. Ventilator was a son 
of Vandal that he used to secure some mares closely descended from Glencoe, but he always disliked the 
horse and sold most of his progeny as yearlings, one «*f which, a colt called Airplant. was quite a good 
winner for Dwyer Bros. Eothen. by Hampton — Sultana, bv Oxford, and Stalwart, by Sterling— Sea Mark 
by Advent. Mr. Withers ImiMirtcd early in llie eighties Stalwart made no especial mark In the stud, but 
I'.otben was a great success in that he was the sire of the great race horse, Etbclhert. and of the Futurity 
winner. Requital, but both of these were foaled subsequent, to the death of Mr. Withers, in the matter 
of broodmares he was not so particular as lie was about bis stallions and. while importing English mares 
freely, used A morion u-brod mares without prejudice. Two of Ids first owned wore the Eclipse mares. Miss 
Noll io and Mimi. which be lMmgiir from Francis Morris. Miss Nellie was the dam of Noll and, through the 
latter, granddam of the tl.ving Stonenell. Mimi. besides winning good races for Mr. Withers, produced for 
1 im at the stud the capital racers. Kinglike. Mikado, Stately apd Viceroy, by King Ernest, and Copyright, 
by 1 >ncas. and, altogether, was one of the star matrons of Brookdale. In passing a general comment on 
hi* operations as a breeder, it may be said that a stud which sent, among others, such horses as Laggard, 
Sluggard, Centaur, Report. King Eric. Cynosure, Fitzroy. Cascade. Stately. Panqiero. Air Plant. Stone 
buck. King l'an and Anricoma lo the races could by no means bo pronounced a failure. Still its success 
was not in proportion to the money lavishly expended in its upbuilding. Brookdale produced many good 
horses for Mr. Withers, but never one of the highest class. No ope realized this more keenly than M 
Withers, but lie never lost the liopp that some time bo would brood one of those great blazing stars of the 
track that only make their appearance now* and then to electrify and captivate the racing world. 

The first really good horse of liis ow’n breeding that Mr. Withers campaigned was the chestnut geld 
mg. Report, by King Ernest — Echo. He was small, but was every inch a race liorse and a stayer. In 1880 
lie won the Monmouth Cup, Long Branch Handicap and Shrewsbury Handicap at Monmouth Park and Hie 
Jockey Club Handicap at Jerome Park, defeating among others such old-time celebrities as Monitor, Harold. 
Cttcas. Ferida, George McCullough and Danicbeff. At Jerome Park in 1878 Invermoor won the Ladies 
Stakes for him and Belinda the Champagne Stakes. At tin* same track Nancy captured the Homebred 
Produce Stakes and in the following year won the Monmouth Oaks at Monmouth Park. These were bis 
earliest winners of events of importance and In* disliked racing liis horses on other than the Jerome Park 
and Monmouth Park tracks. One of the early hatch of Brookdale foals was a colt of striking appearance 
to which lie took a great fancy and for which he selected a high-sounding name. lu spite of his good 
looks it developed that this coit could not run fast enough to keep warm, so the name was not claimed 
for him and he was banished into obscurity as a farm horse without being named at all. Out of Ibis early 
disappointment grew a strongly rooted dislike to naming bis young horses until they had done something 
of note in racing, it resulting that for years the Withers two year-olds generally were raced without names. 
Ns an instance one of the best two-year-olds ever sent to the races from Brookdale was one which in 1888 
as the Sensation — Faverdule colt won the Hojieftil Stakes. Home Brel Produce Stakes and Carteret Handi- 
cap at Monmouth Park and the Prospect Stakes and Algeria Stakes at Gravesend, all from high-class opji 
-’f ion. He ran nine races that year and was second in three of the other four, one of which was the Junior 
Champion Stakes, jn which lie ran second t«* Proctor Knott, with Fresno third and the mighty Salvator one 
of tic* eleven unplaced ones. Yet lie was gi.-en no name, nor was lie when a three-year old and it was not 
until lie was done with racing that be was named Centaur. In all of Mr. Withers’ racing experience then* 
was perhaps none that gave him such keen delight as when in 18*7 bis big fJncas colt. Laggard, gave 
Hanover the first defeat of his brilliant career. This was in the Raritan Stakes, at Monmouth Park. July 
30. over a heavy track at a mile and a quarter. Laggard carried 111 pounds to 12K on Hanover, but tic* 
latter had won fourteen races in a row and was at 1 to 12 in the betting, while it was 12 to 1 against 
Laggard and 2t> to 1 against the only other starter. Bnd ford. The latter was a fast sprinter and made the 
early running, but Laggard rushed to the front on the backatreMi and. despite the strenuous efforts of 
McLaughlin on Hanover, drew away in tic* homestret h and won by six lengths. To show it was no such 
fluke, as Hanover’s thunderstruck admirers then claimed. Laggard defeated him again hi the Omnibus 
Stakes, at a mile and a half, three weeks !at«*r and for good measure also defeated such other cracks as 
Firenze. Kingston and Esquimau in the same race. 

Racing had been carried on at Monmouth Park as early as 1*70 |»v John K. Chamberlain and some 
sporting associates, but for a variety of reasons the track f**ll into disfavor and after 1874 was ahandnne 
for several years. Then Mr. Withers liought the plant and. adding greatly to its acreage, made h the 
most spacious, best appointed and commodious race course in toe United States, a straight track of n mile 
and a quarter being one of its features. It was over this straight track that Salvator ran bis mile 
1:33 c. in 1890. Under the management of Mr. Withers the track became the foremost racing eon ter 
the country and, with its host of richly endowed stakes, gave winning owners great monetary returns, it 
was a grievously costly thing to him when a constitutional amendment obliterated racing in New .Tersev 
and reduced the splendid Monmouth Park to a condition of idleness and abandonment. He did not survive 
the tdow long and died shortly after bis lieloved track was closed to racing.

As yet, Langdon does not know whether or not 
he will send his stable to Kentucky or Canada, lie 
says In* would prefer to race in his own state and 
would willingly run for half the amounts if bung up 
elsewhere, but he can get no assurance of Hi* 
future of racing here. Meantime, In* has entered 
His Majesty in any number of valuable Keutueky 
stakes, amounting to about $40,000 in all. He will 
enter the colt also in the best Canadian stakes, and 
thus will be obtaining about 200 or 300 to 1 against 
his entrance money. As to whether His Majesty u 
real Derby form tin* future alone will determine* 
but a few days ago “Tom” Healey told me that h, 
regarded Ten Point and His Majesty as Hie best 
three-year olds of the east. He said: “The line 

I go on is that Yankee Notions was always right 
on the heels of Helios in the western races, wide* 
at Baltimore Ten Point easily heat Yankee Notions 
and Mis Majesty steadily Improved as lie raced.” 
So here i< ihe unprejudiced opinion of a mail wh.o-e 
skill is known all over the country, and it should Im* 
worth while hearkening to. Healev has in his time 
trained cracker jacks such as The Parader and Ol tin 
bala, and ought to kuaw a good colt when lie secs 
him.

The forwardness of the horses here has U 
come a matter of general comment at Hie tra*ksid 
If the meeting were scheduled to o|h*ii next Wednes- 
day instead of a month from that date the majority 
of the 230 or so racers here would be ready. 

Tie* most Interesting move of the morning wa 
that of He* Iierby candidate Foundation, owned by 
Charles McKenna and trained by Will McDaniel 
With at least 133 pounds, and perhaps as much a 
140 pounds, upon his hack and hard held all Hie 
way. be worked a mile in 12%. 23'.-,. 37%. 30% 
1:03%. 1:19%, 1:33%, 1:40%. and cantered out the 
mile and an eighth In 2:02%. If permitted lie 
would have run the mile in 1:40 or thereabouts. 
A Utile while before Foundation mine out. .link 
Ke<*ne sent Johnson N. Camden’s Derby candidal'*, 
Helios, a mile in 1:30%. well rated, with about 
120 iMMinds up, and it was the concensus of opinion 
that lie. t'Ni. could have done the mile in about 
1 :4<.\ bad bis trainer so desired.

Syndicated Ring and Poor Class of Horses Has 
Affected Success of Season at South Carolina 
Course — Plans of the Horsemen. 



Charleston. S. C., March 23. — With the conclusion 
*f the present week, lacing in South Carolina will 
have come to a close for tin* season of 1912-13. tt 
would Ik* fallacy to say that Hu* Palmetto Park 
meeting has been successful, for the reason that U« 
club Pound it necessary to resort to the syndicating 
of thy betting ling. Then, again. Hie attendance 
showed a decided falling off as compared with last 
year. Syndicate rings are not (Htpular either with 
local people or the professional followers of the 
game. This certainly was demonstrated hero tins 
winter and it is to bo hoped that race-goers will not 
find themselves confronted with such conditions in 
future. The class of horses participating have been 
of the cheaper grade, with a majority of tin* races 
at sprinting distances. In fact, the sport duriug tlm 
past few weeks lias been mediocre. 

During tin* earlier days of tin* meeting the racing 
secretary was fortunate in drawing together web 
matched fields and this in a measure made amends 
for the lack of class. Considering the material at. 
hand lie did extremely well. The work of the 
starter lias also come in for favorable comment and 
in sounding tin* praises of tin* officials it would Ik* 
unfair to overlook Hie stewards. These gentlemen 
have been alive to their duties, with tin* result that 
several who were inclined to take litierties were 
brought up with a sharp turn aud not a few were 
shown the gate in a polite way. without publicity 
*r blare of trumpets. 

As to tin* future of the sport here, it seems as- 
sured that a meeting will Ih> given next winter. 
It is presumed that it will immediately follow Hi • 
mending at Norfolk. This would keep the follow - 
of the sport from scattering as they did this 
season before Charleston racing In'gau. It would 
also mean that tk sufficient number of bookmakers 
would Im* on hand to warrant throwing the ring open 
to all reputable layers. Charleston surely deserves 
a successful race meeting: oue that would attract 
the better class of horses and with them the better 
el ass of patrons. The people here have done their 
part. They have shown that they would be libc al 
patrons of the right sort of stwirt. and it is up to 
the association t<» provide such.
